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NAVY CLAMPS ON 
10 OF SECRECY 


Step Is Taken To Gain 
Advantage in Foreign

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(A)— 
The United States, seeking a better 
bargaining position with foreign naval 
'powers, was disclosed today to have 
‘clamped rigid secrecy restrictions on 


his! -¢ the Atlanta Taxpayers’ League, in|information concerning new naval de- 


ivelopments. 

| The navy department’s move was 
prompted by word that “leaks” had oc- 
curred. At least one world power was 
‘known to have refused to co-operate 
in an exchange of naval data, claiming 
‘that it could get all the necessary 


information through so-called unoffi- 
‘cial channels. 

| ‘The new restrictions are contained 
in a series of orders issued over the 
signature of Secretary Swanson. They 
‘apply not only to the navy but to 
government and private’ shipyards 
where London treaty vessels are being 
constructed. Certain manufacturers of 
devices for warships and naval air- 
craft also were placed under the re- 
strictions, 


| Particular secrecy has been thrown 


around certain improvements in naval 
/construction, radio developments, gun- 
/nery and additional safety factors of 
‘Ships against torpedoes and aircraft. 
| The restrictions were authoritative 
ily said to be designed to prevent so- 
‘called “unoffical espionage” and thus 
give United States naval attaches 
something to trade with in obtaining 
‘information from foreign powers.

J. Sid Tiller. alderman from the 
third ward and president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor. 

Mayor James L. Key and George 
F, Longino, chairman of the Fulton 
county commission, ex-officio mem-

When Neely, long one of the best 
known men in relief work here, and 
a confidant of Harry Hopkins. na- 
tional relief administrator. made his 
motion to set up a committee to nom- 
inate the personnel of the central 
group, he designated Bane as one of 
the members. 

Key, Longino, Bane and Harring- 
ton selected the others with the under- 
standing beforehand that Key and 
Longino, as heads of the city and 
county governments, would serve. 
They insisted that Harrington him- 
self be a member of the central com- 
mittee and he finally was prevailed 
upon to accept, 

As Bane suggested the method of 
organization, he said the federal gov-

Had Knife in Hand. 

Mrs. Koester said in her unsworn 
statement to the jury that during 
the struggle Mrs. Nance’ constantly 
urged her toward King, who had a 
table-knife in his hand as they sat at 
the breakfast table, and cried, “Kill 
her, George!” 

“The gun would not have been load- 
ed if I had known how to take the 
bullets out,” the defendant said, “I 
took it out of the chiffonier and went 
into the breakfast room with the idea 
of. forcing George to apologize for

Mrs. Nance was not introduced. as 
a witness, but probably will be called 
to the stand in‘rebuttal of her sis- 
ter's statement, in which she accused 
Mrs. Nance and King of wild orgies 
at what she described as “knock- 
down and drag-out liquor parties.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—(UP)—A 
thorough investigation of fascist ac- 
tivities in the United States was 
promised tonight as result of alleged 
statements by Major General Smedley 
D. Butler that he had been asked 
by a group of wealthy New Yorkers 
to lead a right-wing movement de- 
signed to set up a dictatorship in 
Washington. ie 

Enough evidence of fascist activi- 
ties has been uncovered by members 
of the congressional committee inves- 
tigating the alleged subversive move- 
ments said to justify thorough probe. 


Following publication of a story in 
the New York Post. quoting Butler 
as saying he had been asked to head 
an American fascist movement, the 
congressional committee met in exec- 
utive session this afternoon and ques- 
tioned a number of witnesses, in- 
eluding Butler and Paul Comly 
French, the reporter who wrote the 
Butler story for the Post. 

After the session, Representative 
John N. MacCormick, of Massachu- 
setts, chairman of the committee, said 
additional witnesses will be called and 
that taking of testimony may continue 
through this week.

Bronx county a jeopardy assessment 
of $9,678.30 against Bruno Rich 
Hauptmann, indicted for the murder 
of Charles <A. Lindbergh Jr. and 
against Hauptmann’s wife, Anna. 

The assessment is based upon the 
alleged income of the Hauptmanns 
for 1932-1933.

McCarl Rules Relief 
Funds Should Not Be 
Used for Dwellings. 


WASHINGTON, 
A legal threat was raised’ today 
against the relief administration's 
plan to build more rural-industrial 
communities for the destitue unem- 

oyed, 

J. R. MecCarl, the comptroller gen- 
eral, ruled that relief funds should 
not be used for the purchase of home 
sites or the construction of dwellings. 
His opinion: blocked a relief grant 
for low-cost housing in the District 
of Columbia. 

Speculation immediately developed 
as to whether McCarl’s ruling would 
affect the two rural industrial com- 
munities now being built with relief 
money and plans for 12 others an- 
nounced recently by Harry L, Hop- 
kins, the relief administrator, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has publicly applaud- 
ed the building idea. | 

The McCarl ruling was made pub- 
lic a few hours after Hopkins told 
a conference of educators and agri- 
cultural extension workers that he 
intended to lend destitute farm fam- 
ilies money for “anything that will 
get them a home.” 

Relief officials said privately they 
did not believe the comptroller gen- 
eral’s opinion would upset the na- 
tional program. 

They pointed out that McCar] in 
the past has not required a detailed 
statement regarding funds withdrawn 
from the treasury for relief grants to 
the states. They wondered, however. 
if the comptreller general now would 
insist on knowing in advance what 
the states plan to do with the money.

“The cotton belt has, normally, pro- 
duced approximately 15,000,000 bales 
of cotton per year, and is dependent 
upon the normal exportation and sale 
abroad of between 8,000,000 and 
9,000,000 bales, from which it has 
drawn, annually $500,000,000 _ to 

600,000,000 in fresh money, with 
which to feed renewed economic life- 
blood into all southern enterprise and 
purchasing power. 

“The whole south now acutely 
alarmed because of the rapid loss, 
to the United States cotton produc- 
ers, of its foreign market. 

“The south attributes the loss of 
its export market (1) to the failure 
of the United States to set up and 
obey the rules applicable to a world 
creditor nation, (2) to the reduc- 
tion, by law, for the purpose of arti- 


scribed as an effort to learn the atti- 
tudes of the six states its activities 
will cover—Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama 
and Fillorida—toward the feasibility of 
its pores accomplishments.

TRAFFIC CHANGES 
URGED BY MAYOR 


Key Backs “Fair Trial” 
of FERA Survey; Hai- 
ley To Seek Passage. 


Mayor James L. Key Tuesday stood 
solidly behind the FERA traffic sur- 
vey and called on council to “give the 
recommendations a fair trial,” ag 
Alderman I. Gloer Hailey, of the 
ninth ward, announced he will move 
at the next meeting of council that 


the ordinances eliminating stop signs 
at 175 intersections be placed before 
council for passage, regardless of rec- 
ommendations of ward delegations. 

The mayor came to the fore in 

the traffic survey controversy Tues- 
day after council at its Monday ses- 
sion refused to pass a single one of 
the recommendations. 
“TI feel: that the government has 
spent too much money on this survey 
to ignore the recommendations with- 
out giving them at least a fair trial,” 
Key asserted. 

“The time has come for us to 
make a thorough study of Atlanta’s 
traffic needs, especially along the line 
as suggested. We owe it to the pro- 
tection of the lives and properties of 
Atlantans to do that. 

“I am confident that the council 
will do the right thing about this 
matter when it thoroughly  under- 
stands it. 

“There appears to me no reason 
why we should not give the recom- 
/mendations a fair trial. If after @/the committee and should and would 
fair trial, we find any one of them | insist on an audit of expenditures,” 
impracticable, it can be changed.” | he said. : 

Hailey to Seek Passage. ey 

Hailey, who made the recommen- 
dation that the stop sign eliminations 
be referred to the delegations from 
each of the 13 Atlanta wards, ex- 
plained Tuesdgy that he was attempt- 
ing to prevent them from being kill- 
el at the council session, and that 
'he would move at the next session 
for passage of them irrespective of 
the recomemndations of ward delega- 
tions. 

“My action was solely to prevent 
the stop sign measures from being de- 
feated by the council,” Hailey said. 
“At the time, I construed the temper 
of council to be to kill them all.” 

“T shall move at the next session 
to place them before council for pas- 
sage, regardless of any recommenda- 
tion from a ward delegation.” 

Keller F. Melton, Georgia FERA 
safety director, and DeFord Smith, 
director of the Atlanta traffic sur- 
vey, Tuesday issued a joint state- 
ment in the form of a challenge to 
council to place the recommendation 
to make Spring street a traffic artery 
into effect and that if it were a suc- 
cess after a 60-day trial, other rec- 
ommendations might be followed. 

If, however, Spring street, is not a 
success, we will not ask you to pass 
the other recommendations,” the joint 
statement asserted. 

Spring Street Proposal, 

If Spring street were made op- 
erative as recommended, it would be 
non-parking for three hours a day 
—from 7:30 until Y o'clock in the 
morning and from 4:30 until 6 
o'clock in the evening, the time of 
the peak traffic loads. It would be 
marked off into four traffic lanes, 
two running in each direction from 
the termini of the street at Forsyth 
and at Peachtree streets, 

Slow-moving traffic would move in 
the right-hand Jane in each direc- 
tion and fast-moving traffic in the 
outside lane. 

The process, it was contended, 
would speed up traffic at the peak 
periods from the present maximum 
speed of 12 miles an hour. 

The statement pointed out that 
no non-parking was contemplated on 
Ponce de Leon avenue at any time 
and that the only changes recom- 
mended on that street were that 
parallel parking was provided and 
that street be marked into lanes for 
slow and fast-moving traffic.

Bankers of Georgia Group 3, 
which includes 37 counties in the At- 
lanta area, held their annual fall 
meeting at the Atlanta Athletic Club 
Tuesday, with T. A. Duckett, cashier 
of the Bank of Clayton, presiding as

William A. Sirmon, state director 
of the federal housing administration 
for Georgia, was one of the principal 
speakers at the meeting, and J. Tru- 
man Holland, of Thomasville, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, spoke on “The Government, the 
Banks and the People.”

| Dahlia Expert, To Lecture Here, 
Says Favorite Is ‘Man’s Flower’ 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Nov. 20— 
J. B. Ivey, president of J. B. Ivey 


Company here and an authority on 
dahlia culture who will lecture to the 


garden clubs of Atlanta Thursday at 


Rich’s in that city, traces his love of 
the flowers to his boy 

“I reckon I imberited my love of 
dahlias from my father,” he said to- 
day on the eve of his departure for 
Atlanta. “My father always carried 
his dahlia bulbs with him when we 


would move from one parsonage to’ 


another.” continued the local dahlia 
king, who is the son of the late George 


Washington Ivey, pioneer Methodist 


cireuit rider. 


“It was his favorite flower and it is 
mine. The color and the size of it 
make it pre-eminently a man’s flow- 
er. 

“I began raising dablias,” said Mr. 
Ivey, “about 15 years ago with about 
half a dozen bulbs. and I have been 
at it ever since. I am interested in 
other flowers, but I get more pleasure 


out of my dahlias than anything else. 
Have gardens at my summer home at 
Lake Junaluska, but I find that.the 
flower# can be raised just as success- 
fully here as they can in the moun- 
tains.” 

Mr. Ivey thumbed the pages of one 
of his books on dahlias and remarked: 
“I wrote a book on the subject a few 
years ago. But books of 10 years 
ago are out of date now so great has 
been the progress in dahlia culture. 
Out of 7,000 specimens listed by one 
authority 10 years ago only two are 
now cultivated by any expert in the 
business.” 

Mr. Ivey has competed in most of 
the big flower shows of the country 
for the past several years and he has 
a room full of cups and trophies. At 
the international flower pageant held 
at Atlantic City two years ago fe 
carried off five of the prizes. which 
were awarded dahlias. He is proud 
of these and is equally proud of the 
large library he has accumulated on 
the subject of growing the flowers.

If the colors of this bird are diag- 
nostic, his behavior is hardly less so. 
There must be a wealth of insects in 
bark, for these little fellows spend 
most of their waking moments cours- 
ing up and down tree trunks pecking 
here and there into cracks after food. 
It is not an uncommon sight to see 
them go spiralling their way along a 
branch away from the trunk, hanging 
half the time upside down, held in 
place only by the strength of their 
tiny-toes. Only once have I seen a 
black and white warbler apparently 
become tired and let himself fall. He 
caught the air with his wings and 
flitted lightly over to another tree 
where the creeping process was re- 
peated. Ordinarily, the bird will go 
on out to the end of a high branch, 
wipe its bill, and flit to another tree 
for exploration. 

You can readily see that this bird 
is of tremendous value to the forests. 
Without bis diligence and omnipresent 


appetite. there would undoubtedly be | 
many more trees lost to insects and 


borers than there are. To have seen 
the minute care with which this tiny 
warbler searches the bark is to have 
become inspired over his personifica- 
tion of patience.

Scattered selling of wheat from 
commission hoses and local interests 
on reports of rains in the domestic 
winter wheat section soon spread into 
the corn pit, where liquidation uncov- 
ered stop loss orders, disclosing a 
generally overbought market. 

In early trading corn touched new 
high prices for the season, December 
reaching 85 1-2 cents and July 
84 1-4. At the close, however, corn 
was 1 3-8 te 1 7-8 lower than yester- 
day’s finish, May 84 1-8 to 8 1-4, 
and wheat was 1 3-4 to 2 1-8 cents 
off, May 97 7-8 to 98. Oats lost 5-8 
to 7-8, rye 21-8 to 2 3-8, and barley 
was 1-2 higher to 1-4 lower. 

The character of trade news in 
wheat was slightly bearish and this 
was responsible for the underlying 
weakness of that cereal. 

Cash corn continued in demand in 
all leading markets while truck op- 
erators were reported as active buy- 
ers of grain at Illinois and Iowa 
points. No, 3 white sold as high as 
96 1-4 cents a bushel here and at St. 
Louis No. 2 white touched 98 cents. 
Kansas City reported sales of No. 2 
white at 96 3-4 to 98 1-4 cents. 

The continued bearish hog situa- 
tion and easiness in grains brought 
about a sharp decline in lard prices. 
Bellies also were lower on some prof- 
it-taking.

MAX BUCKINGHAM 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—(UP)— 
The improved business background to- 
day was tinged by a revival of in- 
flation talk. This was based on: 


Announcement by the silver bloc in 
congress that a definite fight will be 
made aS soon as congress convenes 
to bring about remonetization of the 
metal. 

A statement by James R. Bancroft, 
president of the American Institute 
of Finance, that a huge period ‘of 
credit inflation will begin in 1935. 

The conference -between Senator 
Elmer Thomas; of Oklahoma, an in- 
flation leader, and Father Coughlin, 
in Detroit, at which monetary mat- 
ters were concerned. 

These inflationary sparks had no 
great effect on today’s market but 
any further developments might pos- 
sibly bring in some increased buying 
and result. in aiding what is already 
considered a good market position. 
The list, after sagging most of the 
day, came back to close in a rather 
vigorous amount of trading in the 
last hour with all prices advancing 
from their lows—the majority climb- 
ing to small gains for the day. 


EXPANSION SEEN. 

Bancroft’s speech in Providence, R. 
I., was interesting to Wall Street 
in his interpretation of existing con- 
ditions. In part he said 

“T believe the spark is about to 
be set off and that next year will 
witness the beginning of a marked 
expansion in the use of our tremen- 
dous existing credit facilities.” 

This came at a time when reports 
were current in Wall Street of con- 
siderable repatriation of funds which 
had gone abroad. Lifting of foreign 
exchange restrictions is permitting 
these funds to come back to 
United States and this, plus foreign 
interest in American’ izvestmeénts, 
may result in some increased invest- 
ment. buying in a few months. 
BRIGHT FUTURE. 

The industrial picture behind the 
stock market tonight continued cheer- 
ful in most respects. One of the chief 
items was in the list of extra, in- 
creased or resumption of dividends 
announced today. In this list were 
Lord & Taylor. with an extra of $50, 
a Christmas extra of $5 and regular 
payment of $2.50: Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Texas & Pacific railroad, $3 
extra: Mesta Machine Company, 
placing stock on $1.50 basis for the 
new stock which corresponds to $2.50 
basis for the old against $2 previous- 
ly paid: Beech-Nut Packing Com- 
pany. 50 cents extra; California Ink 
Company. 50 cents extra: Abbott 
Laboratories. 15 cents extra. 

Some groups interpreted this as 
increasingly bullish. Others questioned 
the bullish factor slightly, pointing 
out that the extra dividend declara- 
tions might be coming through fear 
that the government would drive for 
heavy taxation of corporation sur- 
pluses. and therefore the companies 
were decreasing this cash.

Marie Byrd Land was’ reported today 
by an aerial survey crew under 
Chief Pilot Harold June. 

The flight served to extend geo- 
graphical gains made by Byrd on his 
flight of November 15 and to map 
new and old areas by camera besides 


ing the discoveries of two 
Byrd expeditions in the territory. 

It also broadened American claims 
in the area and widened the Marie 
Byrd Land corridor.to the South Pole. 

Admiral Byrd’s impressive discov- 
ery on the fifteenth that. the vast 
white stretch which falls within the 
lobe designated as West Antarctica 
is very likely a high land mass either 
of continental or epicontinental di- 
mensions running toward the western 
shore of the Weddel sea, was con- 
firmed. 

The possibility that Marie Byrd 
Land and the frosted peaks of Edsel 
Ford range which traverse it are 
structurally an archipelago was def- 
nitely extinguished. It was establish- 
ed that the plateau which nearly two 
months ago was found to rise east- 
ward of the Rockefeller mountains

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


THE MAGNETIC COMPASS 

An Arab traveler set down an ac- 
count of a floating compass almost 
seven centuries ago. 


{ 


A Chinese compass of early times. | 


“They say that the captains who | 


sail the Indian seas,” he wrote. “use 
a sort of fish made out of hollow iron | 
instead of the needle and splinter. | 
When thrown into the water, it swims | 
upon the surface and points out the | 
north and south with its head and| 
tail.” | 

The “iron fish” may have seemed | 
a magic thing to some persons of | 
long ago; but if it was really used to | 
point the north and south, it was just | 
one of the many kinds of compass) 


The magnetic compass is a needle) 
or «bar which turns freely so as [to 


‘point north and south. The most com- | 
‘mon form turns on a pivot, but it is 


possible to have a compass without | 
a pivot. . 
We are in the custom of saying 
that a compass points north. but the | 
Chinese have a name for it (“ting-| 
nan-ching’) which means “south- 


pointing needle.” As a matter of fact 
the compass needle does not point 
directly toward either the North or 
the South pole. It is attracted by the 
magnetic pole of the northern part of 
the globe has been located as being 
northwest, of Hudson bay, about 1,400 
miles from the true North Pole. Those 
who guide ocean vessels must allow 
for this. 

There are other problems for sea 
captains and pilots. An island or other 
body of land may contain such a mass 
of iron ore as to deflect the compass 
needle when a ship comes within 
range. Moreover the modern steamer 
is built largely of steel; and the pull 
of the steel on the needle must be cor- 
rected with magnets, or by other 
means. 

The marine, or sea compass is fit- 
ted with am card to show 32 chief di- 
rections—North, North by East, 
North-north-east, North-east by North, 
North-east, Noth-east by Eeast, East- 
north-east, and so on. 


Some scholars give the Chinese the 
credit for being first to invent the 
compass. While it is not certain that 
China deserves the honor, we know 
that the instrument was used there as 
a very early date. Chinese sailing 
vessels made voyages at least as far 
south as the island of Java. and it is 
likely that the captains found direc- 
tions with the help of the “magic nee- 
dle.”
